Casseroled Eggs:

The second recipe 131 One can of 
corn, one dozen salted wafers, one pint 
of milk, two tablespoonfuls of butter, 
salt, pepper. Butter the casserole and 
beginning with 
corn 
alternate the 
layers, having the cracker crumbs for 
the last layer. 
Pour the milk over 
and bake in a moderate oven for one 
hour. 


The third recipe: Two cupfuls of 
shredded cold roast beef, four large 
cooked 
potatoes, 
sliced. 
Alternate 
layers of each and pour stock or hot 
water and. butter over, season to taste 
and bake one and one-half hours. 
Shaker Apple Sauce: Slice the apple 
reasonably thin into fie baker and 
sugar to taste, a pinch of salt, half 
cup of real boiled cider, place in 
oven with, cover on, baking until the 
apples arc fairly soft.
